Should the Communists at the 
For East conference in Geneva 
propose the cease-fire, as 
expected, what will France's 
position be? ‘The French are 
~weary of the war and want the 
shooting stopped, although on 
honouruble terms, 

The United States, Britain 
and France are discussing these 
problems = currently in the 
Western capitals to work out a 
joint policy for the tricky 
Geneva talks with the Soviet 
Foreign Minister, Mr V. M. 
Molotov and Red China's 
Premier, Chou En-lai. 

This is how authoritatlve ob- 
servers assess at present the 
problems of the Geneva parley 
scheduled to open on April 26: 

FIRST ISSUE 

The first issue to be consider- 
ed is the Korean settlement, 
There is no prospect for agree-- 
ment on unifying the country 
along nes proposed by the 
West — namely through free 
election of a central Korean 
government plus gradual with- 
drawal of non- Korean arm 
forces and a guarantee by the 
big Powers against further 
cgarestion, : 

The alternative is acceptance 
of the status quo. This would 
leave the country divided. 
indefinitely, but aim to tighten 
cconomic co-operation between 
North and South Korea, 
neutralise the two parts of the 
country and guarantee them 


against aggression while allow-, 


ing gradual withdrawal of the 
non~Korean armies. * 

A solution even on the latter 
basis Is considered very dificult 
because of American reluctance 
to accept the status. quo, and 
South Korea’s many objections. 


However diMcult the Korean 
Issue may prove, the diplomats 
caution thaa Indo-China will be 
Intinitely more serious and 
charged with explosives of an, 
unpredictable power, 


Any slip-up here by the West 
may ‘lead to the loss of Indo- 
China to the Rede with its 
dangerous consequences for, the 
balance of power in the Far 
East. Any wavering by France,’ 
or lack of understanding by 
Britain and the United States 
might damage the Western 
alliance, 


Malayu may once again prove 
2 hot-bed of Communist Infiltra- 
tion and activity if Indo-China 
koe Red. 

These assessments caution in 
particular that a cease-fire in 
Indo-China in advance of a 
political settlement would prove 
extremely dangerous. Russia 
and Ching are expected to press 
powerfully for it, 


COMMUNIST HINTS 


First hints from Moscow and 
Peking thls week have indicated 
that the Communists will make 
“independence” of Indo-China a 
prerequisite to-any sctllement. 
There js little doubt that such 
independence would have to 
be, in thelr view, a Communist 
designed pattern, 

Moreover, the assessment 
here anticipates that both Rus- 


od [sia and China will in the carly

China?

Nairobi. 
TALKED this week 
Te General China—the 
captured Mau Mau com- 
mander who hag been taken 
from the death cell by the 
Government of Kenya and 
sent out into the forest to 
tell the other terrorist chiefs 
that they should Jdy down 
their arma and sufrender. 


Police officers} of the 
Special Branch egcorted me 
through two barbed-wire 
fences, one of which was 
electrified, and into a small 
wooden house. And there I 
met General China, this 
small, chunky man who 
formerly commanded 4,000 
killers in the forest war 
zone around Mount Kenya. 


HE is still against the 
Government and all Euro- 
peans. He still believes in 
the Mau Mau aim of seek- 
ing to drive the white 
people from Kenya. The 
only essential difference in 
this man since he was cap- 
tured two months ago is 
one of method. 


His ‘Mission 


HE is convinced now that 
violence can no longer 
achieve the Mau Mau _ ob- 
jective. So his mission is to 
lead the Mau Mau men away 
‘from their terror tactics in 


order that they may seek: 


their aims by peace, ' 


One other change is 
sartorial, General China now 
wears a policeman’s blue 
Jersey instead. of his ter- 
rorist’s white shirt and 
pants. And his spiky hair 
rd been shorn to-a -prison 
cut.

Old Burma fighter China 
said the battles he directed 
around Mount Kenya wero 
much fiercer than those he 
fought against the Japanese. 


General China is 31. His 
only relative is his mother, 
and she lives not far from 
where he is held in the hut 
near Nyeri, 100 miles north 
of Nairobi. 


In his role as peace-makez 
he works long hours, send- 
ing appeals, to his former 
field commanders to. surren- 
der and urging them to 
meéet the police. 


Interrogations - 

When. these field com- 
manders come in they talk 
with General China in the 
hut. Afterwards, China Is 
questioned by Superinten- 
dent, Henderson and_ hia 
assistant,‘Mr Bernard Ruck. 

This, interrogation starts 
at 8 am. Later in the day 
two police officers make «4 
secret trip into Kikuyuland 
to meet- other Mau gang- 
Bters, ‘They have worked 
until midnight since the 


February 12. 

“These men take a lot of 
convincing,” Mr Henderson 
"told me. “To quote their 
way of talking, they are 
afraid that the Government 
has a wildcat inthe bag 
when we suggest a meet- 
ing.” 


Mr Henderson and Mr 
Ruck drive to these secret 
meetings in a Land-Rover. 
They stop at the agreed 
place and there is a long, 
dangerous silence. 


Many pairs of eyes watch 
them from the under- 
growth and search for signs 
of treachery before anyone 
comes forward. 


Meanwhile, General China 
is usually in- his bare 
wooden room, sitting on the 
edge of his camp bed and 
writing his letters. He eats, 
posho, an African dish made 
of meal. 


Occasionally he is given a 
cigarette. He never speaks 
unless spoken to, and he 
has never complained to his 
all-European guard. 


- Gaol For Life 


He will spend the rest of 
life in gaol—a change 
from the precarious career 
he had in the forests of 
Mount Kenya. 


- Precarious because, as 
Superintendent Henderson 
says, Mau Mau commanders 
who give unpopular orders 
are often told by their men: 
“Take it back or you will 
get shot.” 


General China was a 
powerful commander be- 
cause he could make stirring 
speeches. But when captured 
he was tired and nervous. 

“I had . several Jucky 
escapes,” he told me. “Air 
bombing is frightening.”

Let Children Express 
Their Creative Energy

A BORED child can spell 
terror! Rainy days, 
school holldays and con- 
valescence—those are the 
times to watch for, Then 
the young hopefuls are 
liable to do anything from 
turning the dustbin upside 
down to painting the cat 
with codliver oll. ° 


One way to keep children 
out of mischlef is to en- 
courage them to take up 
some interesting hobby. 
They'll be kept amused 
when given something ex- 
pressive to do, even if they 
don’t do It well. 


TRY PAINTING

‘Painting gives — most 
children pleasure, although 
ft may be only an excuse to 
And {t is 
guaranteed to keep them 
occupied longer than most 
hobbies, provided you bol- 
ster their egos with praise 
at the results. 


Start small children off, 
not with water-colour boxes, 
but with tins of powder 
colours in primary shades 
of red, yellow and blue, 
from which they can mix 
the rest. Apportion the 
powders out into patty tins, 
and give them old dinner- 
plates for palettes, some 
good-sized brushes, and 
jam jars of water.

ater.  Shelf-lning paper 
costs next to nothing, and

Older children are often 
crazy about painting in oils— 
which can be an expensive 
hobby.

Textured paper will do perfcct- 
ly well for first attempts, When 
buying olls, be sure to for 
student’a colours; they ara 
cheaper. 

Your child can economise, too, 
by dipping the paint-coated 
brush into some turpentine be- 
fore use.

Whereas tho would-be 
artist may have to wait days 
for one coat of olls to dry be- 
fore applying another, the addl« 
tion of a ttle turpentine makes 
the coat harden quickly. Be- 
sides allowing him to paint on 
straight away, it also ekes out 
the olls.

A wet sponge 
kept in a copper vessel under 
the bookcase helps counteract 
dryness,

One of the greatest enemica 
of books, of course, is ordinary 

rime, which in time can des- 

oy their texture and colour. 
Simple but regular attention. 
will prevent this. 

To clean a cloth or leather 
binding, first dust it thoroughly. 
Then wash off the cover lightly 
and quickly with a wrung-out 
gponge which has been dipped 
in dry soapsuds or soapy jelly. 
Rinse with o soft, damp cloth, 
find stand the book on end to 
dry. Don’t pile just-washed 
books.

The value of the annual catch 
runs to about six million 
pounds.

FACTORY SHIP 


On arrival at the factory ship 
the whale is manocuvred tail 
first to the slipway in the stern, 
Here a ten-ton grab controlled 
from half-a-dozen winches 
clangs tight and hauls the 
whale abroad. 


The flensers with long keen 
knives on handles slit along the 
blubber and cut It into sections. 
The picces are thrust down gap~ 
ing holes in the deck to the oll 
boilers by the blubber boys. 
Bone sawyers using circular 
Power saws cut the bones. 


The scene is like a giant 
slaughter house. Fumes and 
stench rise from the boiler 
holes, The fiensers clamber like 
midgets over the carcass.
